In Antwerp I saw a 
m an climb almost to the pf*ak of the 
ancient cathedral t h e re and fasten a 
Belgian flag to a stone gargoyle 
In 
the evening, at sunset, I saw Belgian 
choir boys standing in their white sur­ 
plices among the hells, and heard their 
song of praise that floated over the 
old town like a benediction— because 
Antwerp had been saved from a Zep­ 
pelin. 
In Munich I saw another church 
steeple playing its role in war 
It 
was raining, anc! the peak of the ca­ 
thedra! spire loomed dimly above the 
lights of the city hall square. 
But 
the tiny lights of candles carried by 
German choir boys fluttered in the 
belfry, and. led by an orchestra, the 
boys sang a song of praise—because 
Antwerp had fallen. 
Russian Trick a Boomerang. 
The newspapers tell of a trick which 
a German general played on the Rus­ 
sians. 
In retreating from a town in 
eastern 
Prussia the Russians were 
forced to leave behind a large quan­ 
tity of bread 
They poured gasoline 
on the bread, and when the Germans 
entered 
the 
town 
they 
found 
the 
smelly mixture surmounted by a sign 
which read: 
“We hear that you need both bread 
and gasoline. 
Here they are." 
About the same- time the-* Germane 
Captured a number of Russians. 
The 
German 
general 
ordered 
that 
fhe 
bread be given the prisoners, and not 
a Russian touched his prison far * that 
night.

John Campbell Merriam of the Uni­ 
versity of California this country was 
thought to have been one of the new­ 
er lands where pliocene animals never 
roamed, writes Ad Schuster in the San 
Francisco Chronicle. 
The discovery 
gave proof to the theory that the con­ 
tinents 
were 
once 
connected 
and 
brought a tinge of authenticity to the 
cherished 
legend of 
the “vanished 
bridge of land.’* 
The Mohave went 
further. 
A world wide search for the parti­ 
cular species of Dobbin that ran wild 
>efore the Hipparion had never filled 
the gap in knowledge until the Cali­ 
fornia professor started digging again 
in the Mojave, the Thousand creeks. 
Virgin valley and Mina fossil fields of 
Nevada. 
Then was discovered 
the 
horse of the middle or late miocene 
age, the great granddaddy of the Hip­ 
parion, and proof positive that, so far 
as present research can show, horses 
inhabited what is now the 
Pacific 
coast before they trotted over the 
slopes of the “older” continent. 


The story of the horse, aa written 


In fossils today, means that they origi­ 
nated not many miles from San Fran­ 
cisco and have roamed over a world. 
This continent is no longer to be de­ 
spised as the “new” one because it 
was discovered by men at a later date, 
but that right here was founded the 
time-honored genus Equus. 
It is a ro­ 
mantic story, unfolded after many 
failures and vicissitudes, false grounds 
for hopes and unexpected triumphs, 
nnd in all, a story of hard work- 
The Mojave desert, since Prof. Mer­ 
riam ^ visit, has taken on an interna­ 
tional 8i«P,ficance as a virgin field for 
research. No one knows what secrets 
lie buried in the sands and, as the re- ; 
-ults so far have been so promising, I 
It. Is certain that natives of the oil 
field regions will soon grow accus­ 
tomed to “high brow” professors “dig­ 
ging for bones." 
The man who explores the Mohave 
goes back to the time when horses 
had three toes and must go with a 
knowledge of the shifting sands of 
ages. 
Centuries ago, when a Hippar 
ion horse sought a sheltered place in 
which to die he performed a favor to 
science, for in those semi-sheltered 
spots the preserving sand gently sifted 
in. 
In years the accumulated sands 
and waters covered the bones with a 
deep conglomerate, which for storage 
.purposes, has had no equal, and which 
preserves to this day the record of 
e 


>s. It is for this reason that deserts 
I mountainous regions art the liunt- 
grounds for the geologists 
In addition to the horses of the mio 
cene, pliocene and pleistocene ages. 
Prof. Merriam found in the Mohave 
the record of the twisted horn a n t e l­ 
ope, likewise an evidence of tile con­
